1. 
A Day At PPNewsCorp 


Today, let’s peek behind the curtain and see how the news 
Sausage is made at PPNewsCorp. You can do this yourself 
using tools like RSS readers, email newsletters, or visiting 
websites. If you’re really paranoid you might use a separate 
virtual machine for each source and vary which tool you use 
to access it. 


First, our diligent newsteam reads a bunch of news stories. 
Most end up on the cutting room floor but a select few are 
worthy of excerpting. 


Each item is saved as its own plain text file and formatted 
like so: 


e Headline 

e Link 

e Excerpts 

e Optional: Commentary 


Files are given a memorable name relating to the excerpted 
parts. The news source is also added to the filename to help 
our dear editor avoid putting too many of one source in a 
NewsBrief blog. 


Now the editor takes a look at today’s “newsbucket” (folder) 
and copies any news items that are less time-sensitive into 
future newsbuckets. In the case of PPN there are three 
newsbuckets: Monday, Wednesday, and Friday. 


Our faithful editor returns to the newly excerpted files and 
now determines if any should be copied into various special 


coverage buckets. Once complete, the editor chooses which 
newly excerpted files should be moved into today’s 
newsbucket. The rest are moved into future newsbuckets. 


Now some handy automation tools can be used. Our editor 
runs two scripts, one which creates a blog collection of all 
the day’s news items and the other which creates a list of all 
the day’s headlines. 





The blogTemp text is posted to Minds as a blog and the 
headlines are used for a promotional post. 


But the day is not done for our hard-working editor. Now, 
they run another script to add hashtags to the items that 
were placed into the special coverage buckets and then 
schedule those posts on Minds. 


Finally, our diligent editor can get some well deserved rest. 
Some other things to note: 


e Each newsbucket has a file containing our intro text and 
this file is added first when combining. We also could 
have accomplished this by putting the intro text in an 
echo command in our script. 

e Once we have processed the news items we put them 

into the local newsarchive folder for easy future 

reference. 

If trying these out yourself, be sure to always have 

backups of your input files. 


2. 
The Power of Archives 


With the proliferation of search engines and high-speed 
internet many people underestimate the value that personal 
news archives and other local repositories of information can 
provide. Your personal archive may pale in comparison to 
Google’s, or even something more specialized that a 
corporate journalist might use, but yours is 100% personal 
to you. 


The main benefit provided by a personal news archive is the 
ability to more easily find a past link for present referencing, 
whether that is for a comment or a longer piece of writing. If 
your news archive contains clipping files in a standard 
format it can become even more powerful. 


| use two scripts to help me leverage my news archive. One 
of them searches the text of my clippings to find keywords 
and just outputs the results to the terminal. This is useful for 
finding a specific clip I’m looking for, usually to use it ina 
comment or reply. The second script also searches the 
clippings for keywords however this one combines the clips 
it finds into one file. In addition it creates a second file 
containing a list of the filenames of the clippings contained 
in the first file, this provides a rudimentary table of contents. 
This script is particularly useful for putting together blogs as 
it will bring together a number of clips on a specific topic for 
easy viewing & quoting. 


For example, | utilized the second script to pull all clippings 
with the keyword “covid”. | then read through the newly 
created combo file to get an idea of what | had. While doing 


so | was pulling out pieces of clips that seemed like they 
might be useful along with their source link. | pasted these 
new clippings from the archive into a new plain text file. A 
second new file was used to create a Summary of each new 
clip as | pulled them out. This has the added benefit of 
helping you develop an outline for your work. 


In another new plain text file | then began composing the 
draft of the blog post “Bill Gates & The Covid Crazies” 
(check out “Nullifying the Elite” for another example). | 
typically will begin by using my outline to help me order the 
pulled clips in the draft. | find that words are magnetic and 
having the clipped content already in place helps shape the 
text that will join them together. It also makes it easier to 
paraphrase any content that you don’t end up direct- 
quoting in your final piece. 





Once the piece is finished and ready to be posted | use a 
final script to create a temporary file containing the finished 
post with all of the blank lines removed. This saves time 
when posting as a blog on Minds. Otherwise Minds will treat 
any blank lines as deserving of their own text block in the 
blog editor requiring you to go in and delete each one 
manually. If you don’t you will end up with large gaps 
between paragraphs in your blog post. 


Using simple scripts and processes like this, you can analyze 
a large volume of information, pull out what might be useful, 
and then bring it all together into a new piece of work that 
will hopefully provide new value to your readers. The larger 
the archive grows the greater the possibilities. 


3. 
Don’t Be a Passive Consumer 


One of the biggest problems these days is the number of 
people who are relatively passive consumers of 
entertainment & information. But you can very easily begin 
to make your current habits more useful by taking some 
notes and begin turning the tables on the Elite. 


Do you watch online videos, films, TV, or documentaries? 
Well you should consider writing your thoughts down as you 
watch and maybe even composing a content summary. By 
bringing the content into another medium (video->text) you 
help make it more accessible to others and you also provide 
yourself with resources which you can draw on to create 
more complex works in the future. 


For example, below are the notes | composed while watching 
HBO’s “The Day Sports Stood Still”. | chose this 
documentary as | expected it would be a relatively simple 
doc that would hopefully provide some good opportunities 
to illustrate a variety of concepts. | was not disappointed. 


Notes: 


e opens on montage of dramatic sports clips throughout 
history 

e a dramatic build up of the events of march 11th in OKC 

relating to NBA game cancellation due to a positive test 

obligatory italy reference and people dying in hospitals. 

the mention of bergamo bell ringing for every death 

adds a nice touch of dramatic flair. 

e after the reveal of the positive test, the documentary 
has the players recounting how they were kept in their 


respective locker rooms and the selected clips are 
designed to emphasize the seriousness of the issue. 

one player recounts thinking through all the possible 
contacts he might have had. this provides supporting 
narratives to the idea of contact being dangerous and 
unacceptable. 

in response to the NBA cancelling the season: “That 
doesn’t just happen for no reason” well, they are correct, 
the reason being a bunch of ignorant people got tricked 
into panicking over a virus with an over 99% survival 
rate. 

obligatory montage of audio clips of news reporters 
mentioning various sports league & event suspensions 
This would certainly make an interesting low-budget 
disease thriller flick. But as documentary it’s not great 
another quote from the “Doesn’t just happen” girl (also, 
she was an American playing in china so maybe she’s 
just got a thing for authoritarianism?): “These are billion 
dollar organizations that are now postponing because of 
a virus. So it smacks you in the face of how real this 
virus truly is.” 

nice touch: they made sure to include the hand sanitizer 
use prior to the removal of the mask for one of the 
interviews. Give that propagandist a raise! 

chris paul discusses how he sat outside his house after 
flying (private) home and wouldnt go inside because he 
didn’t have his test results yet. cries remembering how 
he saw his kids but couldn’t touch them. he acts like he 
would have guaranteed their deaths 

another montage of ambulances and coffins and such 
staying sane and having fun in lockdown. obviously 
toilet paper is mentioned 

OMG negative test. Hug time! this was accompanied by 
video which would seem to imply a house whose 
footprint could hold every dwelling i’ve ever lived in 


if this thing pivots into systemic racism remember that 
the dwelling above was owned by a black NBA player 
mark cuban, wealthy man-child, comes in to provide 
more support to “this isn’t just another virus” narrative 

| forgot to note: there’s a fun little line graph graphic of 
the deaths and date that is occasionally brought out to 
show the increasing death and case totals. Thanks PCR! 
“Il was scared to see our world kinda collapsing” —big 
bearded dude 

OMG fetuses getting coronavirus! 

now a sports player’s mother’s illness is being used to 
manipulate the viewer’s emotions. he recounts why he 
made a video at the time talking about it “if i saved one 
life thats all | ever wanted to do in that video”. these 
aren't sinister and evil people. they’re true believers in 
the greatest mass delusion in human history (she dies) 
home workout montage. someone even lifts a bulldog, 
how cute 

making the lockdowns seem less bad by highlighting 
connections with family during it 

the sinister line graph is back...1.4 million, May 15 

this has to have been pointed out before: the NBA 
commissioner is Gollum 

| think we’re getting systemic racism! news anchor really 
goes native when pronouncing “Latino” 

“The players are on the frontline here...they would be 
going back onto the court...ultimately maskless, 
breathing each others air...” —Gollum “Breathing each 
others air” the horror! 

oh yeah, we're definintely gonna get systemic racism, 
heres the George Floyd video 

so after priming covid’s dangerousness (remember 
“Breathing each other’s air”.) we’re now treated to a 
montage of protesters crowded together in cities across 
the nation. there’s a hip hop song in the background, it’s 
not terrible for hip hop. 


china fangirl is talking about how she got “chills” after 
the protests which showed “white americans the reality 
in which black and brown people in this country live” 
photo of man-child mark cuban doing “hands up, don’t 
shoot” pose 

the woke changes to the NBA which resulted in ratings 
tanking are being talked up as amazing and necessary 
baseball is called a “white sport” 

montage of athletes kneeling during anthem. one 
appears to show a white teammate kneeling with a black 
one and the white girls tears are falling like literal rain, 
visible on camera as they drop to the ground 

this next montage shows a reason why Disney would be 
so interested in hosting the NBA bubble: we have 
players, many big into social media, providing video 
tours of their Disney rooms. Walt would really have 
appreciated this. 

our line graph is back, this time with bubble cases 
added. its 0! 

this is amazing. they’re now discussing how they must 
record their health symptoms every morning, including 
having some readings done by some kind of apple watch 
for fingers, and they mention how if they don’t do this, 
their magic band on their arm that gives them access to 
things stops working. how dystopian 

talking about how they will focus on specific social 
justice issue each week. Breonna Taylor is mentioned. 
#SayHerName I’m still waiting for #AshliBabbit week 
clip showcasing the creepy screen audiences that have 
proliferated over the pandemic. apparently microsoft 
helped them with this. Bill Gate’s creations really are the 
greatest aren’t they? 

OMG virtual crowd containing barack obama...and 
there’s Weezy! 

Kamala’s buddy Jacob Blake makes an appearance 
”...black men are an endangered species...” 


magics HIV announcement, banning Sterling (Clippers) 

for life from the league, milwaukee bucks boycotting 

game 5 over jacob blake: most memorable sports 
moments according to ernie johnson 

chris paul brings up making the arenas voting locations 

due to covid. what sport was that GA arena with the late 

night under the table ballot cases reveal? 

e “its amazing to see covid ended up just being the 
starting point. but its definitely not the ending point.” 
this was seemingly prompted by paul commenting on 
how the documentary had originally begun as about 
covid and then morphed to something else with the 
social justice it actually proves true in the case of the 
transhumanist technocrats plans too 

e showcasing covid positive tests for NFL and NBA 2020- 

21 seasons 

credits rolling with Lift Every Voice and Sing playing 

ends on audio clip: “there are forces that want to take us 

back to another place. we don’t want to go back, we 
want to go forward” 

e it began as a semi-acceptable thriller but ended as a 

Sappy directionless social justice flick. not recommended 


As you can see, in this case the notes are a mixture of 
quotes, personal commentary, and summaries of the content 
& visuals. | think its safe to say most people reading this 
could have crafted these notes or similar ones (maybe even 
better!). Using these notes | composed the blog post “I 
Watched HBO’s “The Day Sports Stood Still”, You Shouldn’t”. 
Now this post isn’t going to win a Pulitzer. It’s probably just 
mediocre for a review or piece of commentary (check out 
this Matt Taibbi piece for a more advanced example). As with 
the notes | suspect most readers of this piece could craft 
something similar given the time and inclination. 





So maybe this will serve as some inspiration for you, the 
reader, to do exactly that. 


4. 
PP Press 


The printing press changed the world and so too can it’s 
more modern incarnations. The Democrats are always 
talking about how you just need to learn to code. Fine, let’s 
learn to code. How about some simple coding that will help 
you defeat them and the elites of all stripes? 


This has already begun with the simple scripts showcased in 
Script Shack. As these scripts have been put into use, useful 
feedback has been acquired and tweaks made. Check there 
for the most up to date versions of scripts & other code 
mentioned in this book. 


Because of the uniform formatting within each type of 
archive we can more easily convert our existing content into 
something more complex. This has already been showcased 
by the various blog posts | have put up. However, we can 
also easily convert this content into even more complex 
forms like a book. 


While | may be discussing more national/global issues the 
idea here is to really enable the easy creation of pieces of 
local focused content to enhance the creation of local 
culture outside the control & influence of mainstream 
institutions. For example, a simple digital newspaper could 
be created, and then disseminated in a decentralized 
manner in a format viewable on nearly any device. And of 
course it doesn’t have to be decentralized. It all depends on 
your topics of discussion and your perceived risk of 
censorship or other forms of retaliation. If you’re discussing 
the great deeds done to build up your community you 


probably don’t need to be too worried. But if you’re keeping 
an eye on the doings of the local or regional elites...well 
maybe you'll go for the less centralized route. 


A book is a concentrated package of knowledge, wisdom, or 
information. An ebook is harder to censor than many other 
forms of modern information exchange. A social media 
account & its entire history created over years can be 
purged in an instant. A digital book on the other hand can 
be burned and then quickly reappear in its exact same form. 


| hope by now at least the outline of a pattern of behavior 
has become visible: | have no real desire to preach a vision 
of a better world for you to subscribe to. | want to craft some 
tools and offer up opportunities which you can use to figure 
out what YOU think a better world might look like. If I’ve 
done my job right you can absolutely use these tools to 
successfully implement things that | don’t even agree with.

With that in mind, you can see how this still is not an 
entirely selfless act. Hold the sainthood nominations. In the 
end | wish to use your creations in an attempt to think 
outside my own world. 


5. 
The Power Within 


If you’re reading this on a real computer and not a digital 
tracking device designed to surveil your every move in the 
physical world then lurking within your device are some 
truly powerful tools you may not even know exist. Two of the 
three major non-mobile operating systems will come with 
certain simple command-line tools pre-installed (Windows 
users will need to do some additional steps first, see the end 
of this chapter for resources). Just as they will all come pre- 
installed with simple text-editing software. Using these two 
simple tools you can create complex pieces of writing and 
large research archives to draw from. 


These simple tools do not require a powerful processor to 
utilize them. They will work on some of the oldest and low- 
powered machines the average user is likely to have access 
too. These tools are stable and they & the scripts which rely 
on them are highly unlikely to become broken due to system 
updates. 


Finally, and perhaps most importantly, these basic tools 
allow you to create simple, powerful, custom-built creations 
to meet many of a writer’s or researcher’s needs. 


All of these commands can be utilized using a “Terminal” or 
“Shell” or “Command Line” program. As with much technical 
terminology many individuals will use different variations 
due to differing levels of familiarity & understanding along 
with underlying culture and even which OS they’re talking 
about. Regardless of what you call it, this tool provides you 
access to the rest of the programs listed below. 


If you’ve never used it before then it may help to think of ita 
bit like the address field in your browser. You type a 
command and it responds. And just like you can’t just type 
any old text into a browser address bar and expect things to 
work, neither can you type any old thing into your terminal 
and expect things to work out. 


At first the whole process may seem intimidating and too 
much & too complex to pick up. But everyone from Grandma 
to Grade 5 should be able to pick up some of the basics. To 
get started only requires remembering a few simple 
commands and from there you can build up your skill levels 
to something more complex. It is good to remember that 
even the confusing wall of code presented in something like 
the Topic Report scripts began as a simple block of code no 
more than 5 or 10 lines long. Scripts really provide a 
concrete example of the idea that everything massive once 
wasn't. 


So let’s dive in and briefly explore a few of the common 
commands that might be useful to you as a writer. These are 
all used within the scripts in the Script Shack so if you found 
yourself confused by that content in the past, go check 
them out again after you’ve completed this chapter and see, 
now that you are armed with a bit more knowledge of the 
commands, if you can make a bit more sense out of the 
jumble. 


ls 


“List information about the FILEs (the current 
directory by default). Sort entries alphabetically if 
none of -cftuvSUX nor —sort is specified.” 


Put simply: 


This will list all of the files & folders in the current directory. 
For the writer: 


This is most useful for creating a list of files to be processed 
by the script. 


grep 


“grep searches for PATTERNS in each FILE. 
PATTERNS is one or patterns separated by newline 
Characters, and grep prints each line that matches a 
pattern.” 


Put simply: 


This will search through a file for text which matches a 
specified pattern. This could be as simple as ‘dog’ or as 
complex as ‘*#.*[0-9]+’. 


For the writer: 


This tool is how you can search your archives for certain 
keywords. For most writers the simple things like ‘dog’ will 
more than suffice so just ignore that other gibberish. 


cd 


“Change the shell working directory. Change the 
current directory to DIR.” 


Put simply: 


Change the directory you or your script are currently 
working in. For example, changing the directory will 
influence what an ‘Is’ command would show when invoked. 


For the writer: 


This tool is useful in your scripts for determining which 
folder’s contents the script will be acting upon or analyzing. 


echo 


“Echo the STRING(s) to standard output.” 
Put simply: 
This will display whatever text you request it to. 
For the writer: 


This can be useful for adding status information to your 
scripts So you can see what they are doing and where they 
are in the current process. It can also allow you to add blank 
lines or other text to files your script is processing. 


cat 


“Concatenate FILE(s) to standard output.” 
Put simply: 


This will read the contents of a file and either output it to 
your terminal window, or add it to a variable or the specified 
file. 


For the writer: 


This allows you to combine your various text files together. 
For example cat is used when searching archives for 
keywords to add each matching file’s contents to one master 
output file.

6. 
Birthing a Book 


Up until now we’ve been able to do everything with some 
simple command line tools & scripts along with a plain text 
editor. However, for the birth of a book we do need to tap 
into a bit more complexity. For this you’ll need a free 
application called Calibre. Installation & setup instructions 
for each OS can be found on the website. 





Calibre is a library application which allows you to store, 
read, and create ebooks. It also provides a simple way to 
convert text files into the format required for book creation. 


When creating a book you should do all of your content 
editing in the plain text files. Once book creation begins you 
will end up with two different versions (plain text & ebook) 
of the book to edit should you want to change anything. 


This tutorial will assume that you have the following types of 
text content in your book: 


e excerpts 

¢ quotes 

e links 

e poetry 

e your writing 


Book creation begins by creating a duplicate of the plain 
text files. The copies will be the ones you will use to create 
the book. Next open the files in your plain text editor and 
turn off word wrap so you'll have to scroll less. Then indent 
(using the tab key) every line which contains an excerpt or 


quote. Finally, use the search & replace function of your 
editor to replace the tabs with “>” (without the quotes). 


You'll also want to add a "#" (without the quotes) in front of 
each of your headings/chapters in your text file. You can add 
additional #s to denote subheadings (e.g. #Part 1 & 
##Chapter 1). 


When you’ve completed both steps save the files. 


Why tabs and what the heck is that > thing? Well its easy to 
select multiple lines (as often occurs in extended excerpts) 
and use the tab key to indent them all at once. Otherwise 
you would need to manually add the > to each line. That > 
is actually a bit of code for a text markup language called 
Markdown. This simple > will tell the Calibre application to 
treat this text a certain way when we are converting the 
plain text into our book. 


Now, use the book creation script to combine all of your 
plain text files for your book into one Markdown file (ending 
in .md). 


Then, open a new file in your plain text editor and paste this 
text into it:

Save that file as “myStylesheet.css”. This is the code which 
determines how your text is displayed in the book. 


Next, open another new plain text file and paste this text 
into it:

Save this file as “myPageStyles.css”. This is the code which 
determines how the page looks as well as what fonts are to 
be used in your book. 


Then, open Calibre and add the Markdown file to your library 
as a new book. Select your newly added book and click the 
Convert Book button. 


First, in the Metadata section you will want to add your 
book’s cover. You'll want your cover image to be at least 
600x800 (and stick with that ratio if you go larger). | like to 
have a high resolution version of the cover so | make mine 
1920x2560 and it will be scaled down automatically in the 
book. 


Now, click on Look & Feel and then the Styling tab. Add the 
full path to myStylesheet.css in the Extra CSS field. 


Next, click on Search & Replace. Add the _ following 
Search/Replace definitions (in this order): 


Search: 
“(LILI \n) 
Rep lace:

Search: 


<p>(?=(.*</p>\n)*<blockquote>) 


Replace: 


<p class="mytext">

If you’ve used my scripts and style to create your book this 
set of definitions should get most of your book formatted 
well automatically. The more you stray from my style the 
more customization required but it is a skill that is easy to 
pick up and build upon so don’t feel obligated to be exactly 
like PP. 


Next, go to TXT input and change Paragraph style to “block” 
and Formatting style to “markdown”. Then go to EPUB 
output and check “Insert inline Table of Contents”. Click OK 
and your book will begin it’s birth. 


Once the conversion job is complete, right click on the book, 
choose Edit Book and you'll be presented with a file list, an 
editor window, and a live preview of what the text of your 
book will look like. 


The first step will be to replace the existing styles with our 
custom ones. Right click on the existing page _styles.css and 


choose the Replace with file option. Do the same for the 
stylesheet.css file. 


To set up your table of contents click Tools, then Table of 
Contents and then Edit. Because you used #s in front of 
your headings you may find that all your desired content is 
already there. If not you can click the Generate ToC from all 
headings button and it should then autopopulate the list. 
You can also add & remove things manually if necessary. 


Once you've set up the ToC click OK and then you’re ready 
to generate an updated inline ToC. Click Tools, then Table of 
Contents, then Insert. 


Now, save your book. 


From there it’s really just nothing more than reading through 
the book & correcting any formatting errors that still exist 
after (or were introduced by) the Search/Replace step. 


Don't be intimidated by the code if you've never worked 
with HTML or CSS before. It's very easy to pick up when you 
have some content to play around with and a live preview to 
see exactly what you changed. 


Some helpful info: 


e Text within <> is called a tag. You must pair an opening 
tag with a closing tag 
Example: 
<tag> Tlext</tag> 

e <hl>, <h2>, etc refer to levels of text headings 

e <p> is what you'll see most frequently and contains 
each of your paragraphs. 

e A tag can be modified with class="className" to 
change the formatting of the text within the tag. The 
class must be specified in your stylesheet.css file. 


Example: <tag class="mytext">Text</tag> 
e You can make lists with the <ol> (numbered list) or 
<ul> (bulleted list) tags. Each item in a list must be 
enclosed with <li> tags. 
Example: 
<ol> 
<li>Dog</li> 
<li>Cat</li> 
<li>Goat</li> 
</ol> 


When you think you’re completely done run a check on your 
book to find things the editor believes are errors. To do so 
click Tools and then Check Book. Its output will provide a 
link to each error and a description of the problem along 
with some options to attempt to fix things automatically if 
you desire. 


Complete that last bit and well that should be it. You’ve now 
got yourself a book in epub format. Publish it wherever & 
however you like. Different places will have different 
methods for doing so. Archive.org is a well-known website 
which allows you to upload your own work to a category 
called Community Texts. When you upload an .epub file to 
Archive.org it will convert it into a number of other formats 
automatically, including .pdf. It then will use that pdf to 
allow reading of the text directly on the Archive.org website. 
It’s a pretty neat feature which can make it easier for readers 
to check out your work without actually downloading it.

Piecing together bits of information, ideas, and arguments 
as | do in Life in Eddie’s Shadow is just like a puzzle or 
collage. Like Mr. Miyagi’s unorthodox methods, so too can 
these processes help develop skills that you did not even 
recognize you were building. The act of compiling 
information into a larger whole, whether a single blog post 
or an entire book, develops a broad array of critical thinking 
Skills. 


The ability to sort a jumbled mass into a coherent whole is 
broadly useful. The confidence that comes with seeing the 
end result is something which you can use as motivation to 
propel you further along on your particular journey. 


As a piece of non-fiction there is less of a pure creative 
aspect since you are not forced to build an entire world. But 
then again, if it’s political non-fiction you may be attempting 
to build an entirely new world after all... 


Sorting out a tangled mess is a good way to see where the 
contradictions and weaknesses in ideas lie. When you’re 
attempting to lay everything out you'll ultimately find that 
you've contradicted yourself. Many see the creation of a 
book as a narcissistic act, a “look at me!” cry. And for some it 
certainly is. The more likely an author is to censor based on 
the fads of the day the more likely they are nothing but 
needy narcissists. But for those who are attempting to sort 
out something big the act of creation can be key to 
completing that process. You just may find that you learn 
quite a bit along the way. 


The end result can never be perfect. There’s always new 
information to be found. If you’re discussing recent events 
then information will begin to grow stale and predictions will 
be nearing their due dates. The larger the work you attempt 
to create the more these problems balloon along with the 
time needed to complete the project. So you must always be 
balancing between brevity & breadth. 


Though, even as the books grow stale they still can provide 
value. As a self-contained body of information books can act 
as stepping stones & shortcuts for those that come after or 
that were simply not paying attention at the time. Few are 
likely to read through articles & blogs from even mere 
months ago. But when placed within a larger framework like 
a book these works can continue on and effect other minds 
as their authors had hoped they would. 


In a world inundated with information those who attempt to 
mold the cacophony into a symphony are key to achieving 
freedom for all. There are many people paid by the powerful 
to do this to further entrench the elite. I’m sorry to say that 
those who find themselves on the opposing side are unlikely 
to see much in terms of wages. But try to think of it as 
getting in on the ground floor of the most ambitious startup 
ever attempted. The rewards will come. If we succeed. 


So don’t fail.
